When crime waves occur, law abiding citizens 
complain that “life is too cheap” and demand 
heavy penalties from offenders. Of course these 
observers speak only of the actual loss of life, 
without any relation to the cash value, but recent­ 
ly the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance 
Company 
sought an answer to the question: “What is the 
cash value of a man?” 
Their report is interesting. 
Among 
other 
things, it says: 
“The improvement in the expectation of life 
in recent decades has had a very decided effect 
on the value of a man. A duplicate computation, 
carried out as before, but on the basis of the 1901 
life tabe instead of the 1924 table, has shown how 
important in increasing economic values the re­ 
cent extension of life expectation has been. The 
value of a male, at birth, according to the 1924 
life table instead of the 19Í4 table, has shown how 
figure we can now put for comparison, according 
to the 1901 life table, the value of $7,553. There 
is thus a gain of $1,780 per male born, attribut­ 
able to the increased expectation of life alone. At 
age 21, the value, according to the 1924 life table, 
was $30,818; according to the 1901 
life table, 
$29,500 so that the gain here is $1,318. At later 
ages the gain is, naturally, less, for there are 
fewer years of gainful occupation remaining; so, 
for example, at age fifty the gain is only $274. 
We may also compute the total gain to those who 
benefit from the earnings of all the 
persons 
saved to longer life. For males alone, this figure 
amounts to $2,300,000,000 every year.
